In the 5. page, thou expreſſelt thy (clt in theſe words, — Though 
Redemption is wrought within by the Spirit of Chriſt, yet not without re- 
ſpelt to Chriſt even as outwardly born ant crucified : — Here I take no- 
tice of thy ſlighting that great work of mans Redemption -as already 
purchaſed by Chrilt tor ſinners, by that one facrihce of his yn 
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body once offered for ſins.z to be LA effeQual in all ſach as recave 
that ateonement by the operations ot his Spirit within, throng) taith 
in Him the Attoner z Spcaking firſt of a Redemdtion wrovght In us by 
the Spirit, as if that were thecauſe and foundation thercot 3 only ad- 
ding as ſomething in order thercunto, yet not without reſpect #0 Chrijt 
a outwardly borx ; And this is the Doctrine of thy Partner G.IW. mn 
the 9. page of his part in theſe words, — Sce Reader how erroneouſly he 
hath excluded the works of God and Chrift from within, as to ranſoming 
and freeing ma from fin, and making bim righteous > ſo bringing bim 
into niity and friendſhip with God 3 which is the true ſenſe of redem- 
ption, juſtification and reconciliation, which are not obtained veithout the 
fri ation of the Spirit of holincſs within. ; ( though Chriſt Teſtimory. ſuf< 

erings and example had a tendency thereunto) And R. G. would impoſe

the ſpirit of holineſs in us, are the attonement, the propitiatory (a- 
erifice, as the ranſome, price or cauſe of our redemption, and that to 
be the true ſenſe of redemption, that I deny 3 And.this man by athrm- 
ing it, plainly contradifts the Scriptures, ſpeaking thus of our Lord,

niſtry : But to theſe men I ſay, that the works wrought for us by

him as having already aboliſhed fin, flain the enmity in himſelf, fo: 
making peace, as having made reconciliation, purchaſed juſtitication 
tor remilhon of fins, and obtained Eternal Redemption tor ſinners 3 
That all believers in all generations through this work ſo finiſhed and 
perfeted by him in his body of fleth, might chrough faith in Him, 
the Son of Man, tbe Attoner, receive that attonement tor the remillion 
of their fins, and as a ground of hope to them after their being dead,

Our juſtification was not abſolutely wrought by Chriſt as manifeſt in his 
body of fleſh As if his outward body, fleſh aud blood were the only +> 
exifice excluding the inward. — 1 anſwer, neither do I aſſert that his 
fleſh and blood was the only ſacrifice ; for his ſorul-was made an offering 
for fin, fo that thou ſhouldtt have more fully exprelt thy ſelt herew : 
For it thou underfiands, by excluding the inward, the inward works 
of the ſpirit as wrought within ns, then with thee, Chriſt in offering 
up himſelf a ranſome and facritice for fin, is an imperfect, unſuthcient 
propitiation excluding thoſe inward works, as it theſe were a pat? 
thereof 3 thou thouldit have ſpoken more plainly in this matter, as 
doth one WS. a Teacher among you in his Book, Intituled, 4 new 
Catechiſme,”pa- 64* in theſe —_— As the Foundation and Principle 
of the Quakers 5 —- Fe-belieze that Chriſt in us doth offer np himſelf 
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(mark- that, a work yet a doing) a living ſacrifice unto God for ns, by 
. which the. wrath and juſtice of Ged is appeaſed towards ns \ and that 
through the, Offering aud Sacrifice of CHRIST tbe haud- 
rriting of. Orditances which ſtood againſt w, is blotted ont; 
(mark that, in the preſent time, as now doing,) -— How plainly 
doth this man fer himfclt to ſpeak another DoCtrine then that of the 
Apoſtles 3, the ſacritice offered up to God tor lin is called by the Apoſtle, 
one. offtring, once offered, and therefore alfo 13 called the-offering of 
the body ot Jclus : Hence the Apoſtle ſaith plainly,.1 Tim, 2. 5, 6. there 
i one Medixtoue between G:.d. and Man.the Mai Cbrijt Feſis,(mark that, 
the Man Chrilt Jeſus, as Son ot Man) who gave,(mark that,ia the time 
paſt) bimſelf, mark that, not mccknelſs, humility, patience; or the 
like in every man, but him{clf; a ranſom. for all: hence Chriſt the Son of 
Man was the ranſome for all; And lo it 15, Epbeſ. 5. 2. Who hath given 
himſelf an offering to God-for us ; This man tells us; that it is the. toun- 
dation of the Quakers, to believe Chriſt in ns (as ſpixitually maniteſted 
in us ſo not. a5 Son of, Man without us) 4th offer up himſelt a Sacri- 
fice unto God for ns: This man (ith, The hand-writiug of Qrdinances:

the Foundation and Pringiple of the Quakers to be another then. that 
of the. Apoſtles And -fuch kind of doctrine doth thy Partner G. W. 
mention ia the'14. and 15; Pags of his Part, in theſe words.— That 
reſpect of our being. renewed. by the Spicit of Chriſt, we. are | ſaid ta-be- 
purchaſed to God, and in this ſcuſe it is ſaid, God' hath purchaſed bis 
Church xcith his own blood. How darkly.andcontuſedly doth this-man. 
write: Ir is true, by being renewed by rhe ſpirit within, it comes to 
be manifeſt that we axe theft whom Chriſt. hath purchaſcd. 3 but that 
theſe works of the ſpirit wrought\in us are the Ranſame,. the Attone= 
ment, the-propiciatory 'Sacrihce, or any. part of it, or- the. ground 
and cauſe ot our being redeemed, that I deny as contraxy tothe Scri- 
ptures, Tettifying the.

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ſacrifice, like that of Rome, with this difference 3 that is an offering 
of a piece of Bread, which they fay is the Body of Chritt, this new 
one is Faith and Patience, and the like graces of the Spirit ot God, 
which theſe men ſay, is offered up in us tor us to God, as a ranſome, 
an attoxement, and purchaſe of our Redemption : Both agrecing m 
this, that there is another offering, another ſacritice dayly offered up 
for fin,” then that one ſacrifice .of the Body of the Man Chriſt Feſns, 
crucified at 'Feruſalem, then and there once offered up to God through 
the Eternal Spirit for the fins of the whole world. 

In the 6, Pa. thou acknowledges, — That our ſalvation and jultificz- 
tion hath a neccſſary reſpe#-to the death of Chriſt in the outward, G14 ba- 
ving ſo ordained it.

Chriſt, an1 there is not another z and yet alſo pleaded that Chriſt might 
be formed in them 3 By the tirſt telling us who the true Chriſt was and 
is, the man Chriſt Feſus of Nazareth, the ſame Feſvus whom the Jews 
'Crucitied. Inthe other expreſtion they tell us how we partake of his 
nature, to wit, by his being tormed within us, called Chriſt with: the 
bope of glory Chriſt dwelling in ns by Faith: Now thou jumbles and 
confounds thele, not dividing, the word uf truth aright. The may 
Chriſt Feſirs of Nazareth to be the true and only Chriſt, thou doft not 
confeſs, which the Apoſtles plainly did-z Chrilt as formed within, -the 
hope of glory, dwelling in us by Faith, as manifeſt within us; this 
manifeſtation of him as in us, thou calls the true Chriſt, our - only Sa- 
viour, which the Apoſtles never did, Thus ſetting thy ſelf to ſpeak 
* contrary to the Apoſtles, thou dares boldly (though blindly) .call their 
plain poſitive Afﬀertiors, Contradictions. 

And ſutable to this thy Dodtrine, is thy Confeſſion of Chrif, in the 
13. page, in theſe words, — We believe and acknowiedg him who was ma- 
nifeſt in that body of fleſh, to be he the true and only Chriſt. This is. 4 
n:w coined Contc{hon 3 differing, and quite another then that of 
the Apoſtles, 1n theſe words, 16. Matth. 16. Thor art (not he that is 
manikett in that body of thine, but, thou) art #he-Son of the living God: 
andafter his being aſcended and glorihed, they contels him in theſe 
words, As 2. 36. Let all the houſe of Iſrael know aſſuredly that God hath 
made that ſame Jeſus (not him that was-maniteſt in that body ot fleſh, 
but the ſame Jelus) whom ye have crucified both Loxd and Chriſt: Is it 
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becauſe he was hanged on a tree that thou art aſhamed to own him 2s 
Saviour ?- Or that.thou doſt not believe that God raiſed him from the 
dead ? 'or rather art thou afraid to confeſs him, becauſe of the Phar;- 
ſees, 1ſt they ſhould put thee out of their Synagogue, as they have 
done ſome others, becauſe they openly conteffed him ? Oh conſider 
the words of our Lord, Luke 12. 8, 9.' Whoſoever ſhall confeſs me (not 
him in me, but me) bef;re men, him ſhall the Son of man (not him in the 
Son of Man conſidered as diftin& trom him, a man) alfo confeſs him 
before the: Angels of God ; But he that denyeth me (to wit the Son of 
Man) ſpall be denyed before the Angels of God : Doſt thou think that 
thou haſt found out a better manner of exprelling this truth, then the 
Apoſtles had ? or doſt thou not really change their Doctrine by thy 
new coyned manner of exprelling it 3 for by the Apoſtles the May is

35- he ſaith to the man 
that was born blind, Doſt thox believe on the Son of 'God ? he: anſwered 
ard ſaid, Who.is be Lord that I might believe on bim? And Jeſus ſaid 
wnto him, thou haſt both ſcen him, and it is he that talketh with thee, Mark 
this if our Lord ſpoke truth, he whom this-man both ſaw and talked 
with, with his bodily eyes and tongue, was the Meſfias, the Sor of God. 
And fince he wasaſcended and glorihed, As 9. was it not the true 
Chrilt, Feſier of Nazareth, who appeared and fpoke unto Sx, as' he 
was going with his Perſecuting companions to Damaſcus, he ſaid fo 
of -himſclt, I am Feſus of Nazareth; yet it is added in the 9, verſe, and 
the men which journeyed with him ſtood ſpeechleſs, hearing a Voice, but 
ſeeing no man. Thus that Feſies. whom the Apoſtles' m_—_— _ 
cheved . 
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thelieved in as the true Chriſt, the Son of God, was both ſeen and heard 
by the bodily eyes and ears of unbelievers : And hence Peter 1_ Epiſtle 
chap. 7. ver- 8. writes thus to Believers, ele& through the SanCtih- 
cation of the Spirit nnto obedience, who therefore in and by Faith 
had ſeen him, Faith being the evidence of things not ſcen, yet to ſuch he 
faith, that the tryal of your Faith might be found unto praiſe, at the ap- 
pearing of - Feſus Chriſt, whom having not ſeen, ye love, in whom, though 
now ye ſee him not, yet believing. ye rejoyce : And hence our Lord faid to 
Thomas, John 20. 29. Becauſe thou haſt ſen me (and this was with his 
bodily cycs) thou haſt believed, bleſſed are they which have nat ſeen (and 
ſurely this 1s not of an inward fight of him by Faith) and yet have be- 
lieved ; Here is a being fanctihed unto obedience in Chriſt with joy. 
and yet, in him whom they now ſee not, 
And to maintain this Doctrine, inthe 17. page thou mentions theſe 
words 3— Thoxghit be ſaid by ſome of us, that Chriſt was ſometime prea- 
ched as crucificd to the Fews, but more generally a liaht to the Gentiles, 
which impurts but one Chriſt in a twofold way of appearance, for though 
the Apoſtles Preached him in the form of a man, yet they Preached him alſo, 
and that more generally, alight to the Gentiles, — What ſtrange Doctrine 
is this? It the Apoſtles Preached Chriſt in the form of a man 3 when 
they ſo Preached him, was he not a real man? And if fo, (and be- 
cauſe you neither confeſs nor Preach him as a man, but as a light in 
that man Chyiſt, and as alight in every man, as it is in every man, as 
he comes into the World) tell us plainly what is become of that man? 
Hath he now any real; individual glorified bodily exiſtence? and was 
there ever, or will there ever be remiffion- of fins Preached by the 
Spirit of God, but through that man? and where doſt thou- find in 
the Scriptures that the Apoſtles Preached one way of appearance of 
Chriſt to the Jews, and another to the Gentiles ?

down only (to ſhift the matter) thou tells me, - That the New Cne- 
nant requires both Faith and Works upon our. part >-—TVhis I deny not : 
But I do deny that cither Faith or Works wrought by us, or in.us by 
the Spirit of Chriſt, are the previous, procuring, purchaſing cauſe. of 
the Love of God to us while finners, and thence as the ground or cavſc 
of our Juſti kcation with God, or Salvation : This thou meddles not 
direaly with, only to weaken and darken the 4poſtles Doctrine of Ju- 
ſtification for remithon of tins, and redemption through Jeſus Chritt, 
freely through grace without works, even through. Faith. ia bis blood, 
whom God hath ſet forth (in the time paſt fo already done) to be a propi- 
ziation, to declare hisrighteouſneſs for remiſionof ſins that are paſt, even 
the righteouſneſs of God manifeſted without the Law, witneſſed by the Law

to God and to our Neighbour : And thou art rather an Antinomian, 
that is againſt the holy Law of God, ſaying in the 10 page,— That the

beſets forth ſtrange Gods 3 becauſe he preached to them Joſt and the 
Reſurreftion. But Ido acknowledge that among thoſe Paradoxes , 
this is one 3 a believer lives at one and the ſame time in a two- 
fold ſtate : by faith he is a man in Chriſt Feſus, in him be is compleat, 
while according to ſenſe, he is a man inthefleſh, ſubjet to infirmities 
and death 3 in the body be bath a Law of fin, in the Lord be hath put it 
off 3 ashe walks by faith he is in reſt, vitory and perfe&ionz as he 
walks by ſight heis in labours, warfare and imperfeQions : hence 
the Apoltle teſtifieth 8 Roms. 23. we who have received the fruits of the 
ſhirit, even we our ſelver groan within our ſelves, waiting for the Redemp- 
tionof our body , for we are ſaved by hope but hope that is ſeen is not 
hope 3 for what a man ſees, why doth be yet bope for? but if we bope for 
that we ſee not, then do we with patience wait for itlthewiſe, the ſpirit alſo 
belpeth our infirmities : hence alſo faith is = ſubſtance of things hoped 
for 


for, the evidence of things not ſeen W-..3 the Believer is. in-a ſtate of ., 

hope and faith, having received but the earneſt of the inheritance,not  Y 
the full truition, not as if already. perfeted,is daily prong forward 
to that which isbefore, in groans, 2nd infirmities in the body,waiting 
theRedemption thereotzto which if this man hath already attained,the 
end of faith and hope, and ſo the Reſurrc&tion of the dead, where 
they areas the Angels, neithcr Marrying nor giving in Magriage 3 
why is he thenike unto us mortals, marrying, and giving - in mar- 
riage, eating,and drinking, and not above fickncls and death ? But 
theſe preſumptuous ſpirits that dare thus intrude into things they 
ha+e not'ſcen, #ot bolding tbe bead, ſo boaſting of things above their 
meaſure.are reproved by the wiſe Solomoy 30-Prov.12 There is a Gene- 
ration that are pure in their own eyes, and yet is not waſhed from their 
filthineſs : whilſt thou pleads tor a being perte&ed in thy (elf, hadit 
thou not been a Servant to corruption, thou had{t not brought forth 
ſuch a picce of work. 

In the 10.pag. thou writes thus— 2hus f.r R.G.hath ſhewn bimſclf 
one while like a Duahker (ſo called) having gotten. many of their words, 
enother while like a Presbyterian or Independent. In anſwer to this. F 
am to let thee know, that even in that wherein thou acknowledges E 
have ſhown my ſelflike a Quaker, I have thercin teſtihed to what 
partly and in my meaſure 1 received of the Lord, and witneſſed 
through and under the Miniſtry of thoſe thou-calls Presbyteriax or 
Independent. 

And:whereas thou reproacheſt other Perſons whom thou names in 
that 10. p. as Apoſtater , in departing from your company 3 that 
charge cannot be faſtned upon them, while they departedtrom among; 
you, becauſe they faw and-knew that you were departed from the 
faith as it was once delivered to the. Saints > are the Proteſtants really 
HApeftates in departing from the Papiſts, whom they law and knew to- 
be departed from the Do&rine of the Apoſtles, though the Papilts 

' clamoured after them as Apoſtates?- no'tmore are they ſuch in depart* 
ing from.you upon this account.: ye, 

As for my (elf, notwithſtanding of all that F have met with from a- 
mong you (not fit to be mentioned 'among ſober men)I am not there- 
fore aſhamed inthat T have owned and confeſſed'; the Son of mazx. be-. 

fore men; *knowing that as thoſe of old who believed not in him, re- 
proached him, with his Trade, A*Carpenter, with his Countrey, a Galele-. 
«#, with bis DoFrine, a blaſphemer, with bis Comphny; a _ | 
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Publicans and ſinners 1 Sothiey of his Hoh can look for no '!elg 
from you now, who oppoſe a Teſtimony both to his Perſon and Do- 
&rinez who while you diſown and rcje& ſuchas have teſtificd unto 
-him tor their Teſtimonies lake, you manitelt your ſelves tobe afting 9- 
ver again what was done of old in the like caſe, 9. Fobn 22. for tbe 

ews had agreed already that if any man did confiſs that he was Chriſt, 
eſhould be put out of the Synagogue.

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THE CONCLUSION. 


Xie having anſweredthoſe objeAions, and taken off that diſ- 
guiſe of confuſion and contradiction that theſe forr men have 
brought againſt myTeſtimony tothe true Saviour;what I therein aſſerted, 
to wit, That the man Chriſt Feſis of Nazareth,is the true Chritt,and our 
only Saviour 3 and that he hath by his intire obedience to his Fathers 
will in his own Crucified body, by that one Sacrifice thereof, once 
offered for ſins, as the only propitiation and attonement whom God 
ſt forth, already purchaſed Redemption, Righteouſneſs and Juſtiti- 
cation withGod for finners;To be revealed by his Spirit within,where 
by the «fte& and benefit thereof is witnefſed, known and felt within,by 
all ſuch to whom this word of Reconciliation being preached, through 
faith zx him receive that attonement, ſo already done and perte&ed, 
as the ground of their faith and hope, for the Remitſion of their ſins, 
and of cternal lite by the ReſurreCtion of the dead : I ſay this bleſſed 
truth publiſhed by the Apoſtles, & teſtified unto by me,ſtands above all 
the weapons and darts, cavils and exceptions, formed, ſhot and ob- 
jeced again it, as the truth, againſt which, neither Devils nor men, 
Principalities nor Powers of darkneſs ſhall ever prevail. 

Wherefore I would have. ygu who have thus haftily thruſt your 
ſelves forth againſt my Teſtimbny , (if yet you may bein all mecknels 
and love adviſcd,and that you reckon it not below you.a poor begarly, 
carnal thing )re-examine- this. your work by the Scriptures of truth 3 
for know you aſſured]y.thgt whoſoever believes. not the Record that 
God hath given of his So, hath made God a Lyar : And this is the 
Record that Fobx who was ſent of God to point him out, did bear of 
him, 1. Jobs 19. &. le confeſſed, T am not be, the Chriſt, but ſeeing Je- 
ſus coming unto him (Mark chat,not meckneſs, humility,a light or 
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thdnifeſation of Chriſt in himſelf as in him) ſaid Behold the Lamb of

Fohs 14. (if his words, who ſpoke as never 
man ſpake hath any weight with you) If you will not believe that I am 
be ,you ſhall die in ywr fins. However, it notwithſtanding of this my 
Jabour of love in ſetting your work before you, that if it it were pol- 
ſible you might repent of this your joynt enterprize againſt the Per- 
fon of the Lord Jets Chriſt, you ſhall till continue your oppoſition 
againſt him, and his bleſſed Goſpel preached by his Holy Apoſtles, an1 
left by them to us upon Record 1n the Scriptures of truth, and tzltified 
unto by me, and ſhall caſt up more reproach againſt me for the truth 
ſake, Ican and do in my heart fay, the Lord lay it not to your charge;

That I may hiaiſh this Ditcourſe, Iſhall only leave theſe two confi- 
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derations with the Reader, as being what I intended in my Teſtimony, 
Firſt, cheat not thy-own Soul by profeſſing in words the Prophets and 
Apoſtles Teſtimony to the man Chriſt Feſus,as the true Chriſt, and 
our only Saviour, and to Redemption through his bloud, while thou 
art not inany meaſure a partaker of that living faith, and livelyhope, 
theſe Holy men lived and dyed in : An Hiftorical bare afſent to thoſe 
truths, with an hypocritical extolling of the Perſon of Chriſt in his 
ſufferings, mediation, aud offices,as perſonally without thee, will nor 
avail thee, in the day of the appearance of the Son of man, while thou 

haſt not through a /i:ing faith ( being thereby UN in him the 
true Vine ) a real,ſubſtantial evidence within thy felt, that thou art in 
ſome meaſure a partaker of his Divine nature, by the workings of 
the Spirit of God within thee; which whilſt thou flights and re- 
jc&s, notwithſtanding of thy pretences to his death and ſufferings, 
Redemption and Rightcouſnels, thou wilt 'firid it veritied on thee, 
that the hope of the hypocrite ſhallperiſh. 

Secondly,whatſoever Spirit in or through any manthough even an 

Angel from Heaven) ſhall point you, to any other name or thing, 
within or without , then to him the man Chriſt Feſus even that ſame 
Feſus whom the Fews Crucitied, to be he the Lords Chriſt our only 

Saviour 3. or ſhall preach an obedience to be done and performed in 

our bodies,or by the ſpirit of God within us, as a ranſome, a Sacritice, 
an attonement and bloud of the Croſs, to be offered up to God for 

our fins, through which Redemption is to be purchaſed, Reconcilati- 

on made with God, the Law tulhlled, the Curſe and condemnation 

thereof taken away, and Juſtification for!Remithon of ſins procured as 
the ground,bottom and cauſe of our faith hope & confidence in God 

for Salvation and cternal lite, I ſay Believe him not: For this ſpirit is no 


_ other then a denyer ofthe true Chriſt, and of Redemption through 


faith in him 3 ſetting, up another Chriſt, another Mcdiatour, 
then him the manChritt Jctus, whom the holy men of old believed inz 
and another attonement, propitration and bloud,than that one ſacri- 
fice of his Crucihied body and the bloud of his Crofs teitihed of in the 
Scriptures 3 as already offered up for fins once for all; preaching 
him in and through all theſe only as an example, and as a g00d man 
dying, without cauſe by the hands of wicked men; that we tollowin 
him (the light in our Confciences)in all his Righteouſneſs,might allo 
come to God, as he did, to wit, by an obedience of works, That is to 
lay,witbout a MeJiatour :the dreadtul conſequence of which Do*trine I 
txemble 
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
